= larget date is 
mid-term 2001 - 
2002 to complete 
new high school 


The design phase for Bovne 
City’s new high school is expected 
to be complete by this coming spring 
with students attending class at the 
facility by mid-term of the 2001- 
2002 school vear. 

In September, voters passed an 
$18.8 million bond proposal to fund 
a new high school with a 600-seat 
auditorium. The plan also includes 
converting the current high schoo! 
into the middle school for grades 6, 
7 and 8, and converting the current 
middle school into an upper elemen- 
tary for grades 4 and 5. The current 
middle schoo) will also house the 
district's administration offices. Fhe 
current elementary school will house 
grades kindergarten through third. 

A steering committee has been 


formed lo assist with determining the 
project's final design. 

Committee members include 
Boyne City Schoo! Board members 
Jill Rowley and Jim Stackus, super- 
intendent Dana Compton, assistant 
high school athletic director and 
transportation director Kirk 
Kujawski, and a representative each 
from architectural firm Beta Design 
and the construction management 
firm Christman Company. Kathy 
Anderson will serve as an alternate 
school board member. The district 
has also requested a member of the 
Boyne City Planning Commission be 
appointed to the committee. 

The steering committee has al- 
ready met and reviewed site devel- 
opment and discussed shifting the 
building from its original preliminary 
plan so it faces more toward Boyne 
Avenue. Compton expects other ad- 
justments as well, as the work 
progresses,

Advance fly ash on 
way to cement plant 


Nearly [00 tons a day of fly ash 
are being moved on a regular basis 
from the Advance Power Plant to 
Southdown Inc./Medusa Cement 
Co.. in Charlevoix in the second 
phase of the plant's shut down. 

The plant, owned by Wolverine 
Power, closed its doors in January 
1997 after its owners decided it was 
more economical to purchase power 
than to produce it at Advance. 

The ash, a byproduct of coat 
burned at the plant. will be used by 
Southdown as a hardener tor cement. 

“Is good for us and ws good for 
them.” said Craig Borr, vice president 
for Wolverine Power. “Frankly. it’s 
good for the environment because t's 
not going to a landfill.” 

The ash removal should take sev- 
eral more Months. 

In the first phase of the plant's 
shutdown last year, 80.000 tons of 
lettaver coal were purchased by De- 
troit Edison's Monrae Power Plant. 
It was transported from the plant by

The station's move should be 
complete by next year, when the 
company will turn to dismantling the 
plant itself. 

“We've had a lot of inquiries from 
potential developers.” Borr said, but 
noted that the company’s first prior- 
ity is to “get the site to a point at 
which those discussions can be a little 
more meaningful.”

They were high up about two rows from the 
top — on the visitors’ end.

Jt was my cousin, her husband and two of their 
adult children.

I hadn't seen Judy in many years, | really 
couldn't remember the last time. We were never 
close. She was several years older than me. 
Although years don’t make much of a difference 
trom middle age on up, there is quite a gap 
between a 20-year-old and a 10-year-old. 

Once we overcame the shock of coincidence, 
Judy and | began getting reaquainted. 

Avs it turned out her family was immersed in a 
life and death struggle [ knew nothing about. Her 
son had cancer and he was not responding to 
treatments. They were at the game because 
someone around their hometown of Jackson had 
heard of his plight, knew he way a huge Red Wing 
fan and gave them tckets. 

Meeting them in this place under these 
circumstances became even more unbelievable. | 
tried to comprehend the message. Deep down I 
felt this was more than just coincidence. 

No answers came. 

But the game was great, Chehtos was impres- 
sive and the Red Wings won. 

Judy and I said goodbye and wished each other 
well, 

I didn’t hear anything from her or about her 
son until Jast week when my mother called. At the 
time I was listening to the Red Wing game on the 
radio just to find out the score of their game with 
Colorado. It’s something I never remember doing 
before. 

She told me Tim had died on Tuesday. 

I'm still searching for the message.

a Conservation District forester 
Provides management advice 


From thinning whole forests to planting a single tree in the front 
yard, the Charlevoix Conservation District is at the ready with 
advice for anyone who calls. 

Located in Bayne City in the mall at the corner of Main and 
Front streets, the locally-led, state-run agency has operated in the 
county for 51 years, 

District forester Chris Anderson's job is to provide management 
advice with most requests coming from folks “that either want 
some kind of forest practice done or wildlife habitat improvement,” 
he said. He serves as forester and biologist for both Charlevoix and 
Emmet counties. 

“It’s a renewable resource. We use an awful lot,” Anderson said 
of trees. “Proper forest management will ensure there's a forest and 
resource for the future.” 

_ And the advice, which results from an on-site visit by Anderson, 
is free for its takers. 

Typically, Anderson will walk through the land with its owners, 
educating them on the types of trees growing and the “treatment” 
for planting or thinning out trees. If they are seeking to attract a 
certain kind of wildlife, he will point out to them types of plants to 
nurture to create that habitat. 

But, he warns, don’t expect advice on how to attract animals 
that are not native to the area. 

For those looking to log or thin out their woods, Anderson can 
point out if the forest is mature enough or not depending on tree 
sizes and how dense an area is. 

In the event the woods are ready for logging, Anderson will then 
refer them to the private sector, as he does for any forest manage- 
ment plan. 

Anderson said it’s also fine to let a forest grow at its own pace 
without human intervention. It will get so thick that it will thin 
itself out on its own eventually, once the canopy up top blocks out 
sunlight to foliage below, 

But improving the health of the woods or to earn money from 
logging a stand are a couple of legitimate reasons for taking down 
trees. 

For example, pine forests have at times needed thinning because 
of the proliferation of bark beetles which damage trees. But, 
Anderson points out. the bugs would naturally thin them as well. 

“It depends on a person's goals.’ Anderson said. 

Forests aren't the only places where Anderson makes appear- 
ances. He also receives calls regarding individual or just a few trees 
with insects or disease. These calls come mostly in the fall and 
spring. 

He also offers folks tips on how and what types of trees to plant. 

Tree sales in the spring and fall are another service the District 
offers. In the spring there are shrubs, hardwood trees and conifers. 
In the fall it’s conifers only. 


Another offering is its windbreak program, through which the 


Department of Agriculture provides a limited amount of reimburse- 
ment to residents planting trees and shrubbery along their drive- 
ways and houses to ultimately reduce energy costs. 

Trees surrounding houses can help lower heating costs by 
blocking the wind. Foliage along driveways and roadways can 
prevent snow drifting and in the end reduce fuel costs for snow 


plowing. 


Along driveways, shrubbery planted among pine trees become 
filler for the branches which fall off the lower part of the trunks as 
they grow. Spruces. Anderson pointed out, retain branches to the 
ground and are good choices for windbreak systems. 

Anderson, who has a degree in forestry, receives technical 
support from a DNR forester as well as a DNR biologist. 

“Wildlife biology goes along with forest management.” Ander- 
son said. “When you affect forestry, you affect wildlife somehow.” 

He will receive more training in biology to supplement his 


forestry knowledge. 


Anderson's co-worker, Wendy Armstrong, is the District's soil 
erosion officer. focusing mainly on issuing soil erosion permits to 


those building near lakes or streams. 


The organization also includes district coordinator Kelly 
Howard and a five-person board which meets monthly. 

There are 82 conservation districts in Michigan, mostly ar- 
ranged by county. Anderson is one of 31 forester/biologists in the 


state.

Building project tops list of goals

The Friends of the Jordan River 
Watershed made it clear at their re- 
cent eighth annual meeting that they 
are a group with many goals, all 
geared toward their mission of con- 
serving the natural resources and pro- 
tecting the environmental quality of 
the Jordan River and its watershed. 

“We are embarking on a long 
journey ahead, and with a focus on 
our mission and the commitment of 
many supporters we'll get there,” 
said FOJ president John Richter. 

“Our building project is at the 
core of this mission and will be the 
base and educational center of this 
organization for many years into the 
future.” 

Richter was referring to a project 
which began this past June, when 
FO] took a giant leap into the future 
by moving the oldest building in East 
Jordan (built in the late 1800s) from 
its former location where it was 
known as the Trading Post to its new 
location on a city-owned parcel ad- 
jacent to Sportsman's park. — 

The City of East Jordan is leas- 
ing the parcel to FOJ on a 10-year 
renewable basis. The Friends have 
unofficially coined the building the 
“Jordan River Watershed Center.” 
The center, once completely reno- 
vated, will be an environmental edu- 
cation and interpretive center, with 
its focus on the Jordan River and its 

rshed. 
a special guest at the FO] annual 
meeting (held on Thursday, Oct. 21, 
at the Jordan Valley District Library) 
was David White, East Jordan city 
administrator, who spoke of the city’s 
commitment to the Friends’ building 
renovation project and the ways in 
. which the two groups will enhance 
one another's goals. ; 

“We are pleased to be partnering 
with Friends of the Jordan on this 
project,” White said. “It will be a 
win-win situation for both the city 
and FOS, as well as many other 
groups, especially area schools who 
make use of the facility. 

Richter is pleased about the work- 
~ing partnership between the Friends 
and the City of Bast Jordan. 
“The new. Watershed Center will 


ion 


tie all of our activities and efforts to- 
gether under one roof,” Richter said. 
“The past, the present, and the future 
of the Jordan River Watershed will 
be brought together through many 
resources that will be available to 
visitors and users of the building. We 
owe the City of East Jordan, and es- 
pecially Dave White, our gratitude 
for helping make this vision a real- 
ity.” 

The renovation process will re- 
quire strong financial support from 
the community and FOJ is undertak- 
ing a capital campaign in the year 
2000 to finance the remainder of the 
project. 

FOJ is planning on completing the 
building renovation project in the 
year 2001, as the project is staged on 
a 10-phase plan of work. 

The group is currently working on 
the interior of the building. White tn- 
dicated that the city would be work- 
ing to help improve the grounds out- 
side the building as well as the area 
between the building and 
Sportsman’s Park. This area will see 
a fence removed and a walking path 
installed for easy accessibility to the 
center from the park. 

JoAnne Beemon, chair of FOJ’s 
building committee, has been at the 
helm of the building project from day 
one. 

“Our responsibility is to give our 
children the hope of a clean and 
healthy environment,” Beemon said. 
“Without giving them this hope, we 
haven't given them anything.” 

Beemon, just re-elected to another 
three-year term on the FOJ board, has 
been with the group since 1996. She 
is also director of the Charlevoix 
County Land Conservancy. 

“We must teach and show chil- 
dren that today we need to be strong, 
resourceful, and creative in striving 
for anew and better world,” Beemon 
said. “The Jordan River Watershed 
Center will help fulfill this mission.” 

It’s fitting that one of FOJ’s pri- 
mary goals is to inform and educate 
the public about activities and issues 
involving the Jordan River water- 
shed. In working toward this goal, 
the group has been concentrating 
more and more of its efforts on 
school-age children. 


The past two years the group's 
education committee. with board 
member Bob Sayer Jeading the 
charge. has assisted the East Jordan 
High School Math, Science and 
Technology Center in establishing a 
water quality monitoring program on 
the Jordan River. 

The group has also been a cata- 
lyst in providing educational access 
and programs at the Cosner Preserve 
on M-66 south of East Jordan. Most 
recently, Sayer and committee mem- 
ber Michele Nerone co-facilitated the 
water quality station of the Antrim 
County Conservation Tour for fifth 
and sixth grade students. FOJ plans 
to broaden its scope of educational 
offerings upon completion of the 
building project. 

Another of the Fricnd’s efforts, 
the State Land Reserve project. was 
reported to be in full swing. FOS is 
in the process of gathering support 
for a petition to establish the Jordan 
Valley Management Area as a State 
Land Reserve under Public Act 114 
of 1998. 

This effort, if successful, will give 
the area legislative protection from 
mineral development by allowing the 
state to acquire - through purchase 
or trade - interests in land in or around 
the periphery of the management area 
which may be at risk for oil and gas 
drilling. The Antrim County Board 
of Commissioners has officially en- 
dorsed the proposal, and now FO} is 
seeking township support for the 
project. The group plans to take the 
petition to the State’s Natural Re- 
sources Commission by year’s end. 

Doug Fuller, chair of the FOJ 
stewardship committee, reported on 
many other activities the organization 
has been involved with. Chief on his 
list is what is called the Lake 
Charlevoix Watershed Project. 

“FOJ is one of some 15 to 20 part- 
ners engaged in this effort to curb 
nonpoint source pollution from the 
Lake Charlevoix Watershed,” Fuller 
said. “Since the Jordan is the main 
tributary to Lake Charlevoix, a great 
deal of the project’s effort will fall 
within the Jordan subwatershed.” 

The project, administered by the 
Tip of the Mitt Watershed Council, 
has a two-year planning phase, fol- 


lowed by a three-year implementa- 
ton phase. 

“Included in the planning phase 
will be a road/stream crossing inven- 
tory, a streambank assessment. and a 
recreational impact survey among 
other tasks,” Fuller said. 

One of FOJ's major challenges in 
the years ahead will be in recruiting 
volunteers from both within and out- 
side its membership to help accom- 
plish all of its work. 

“We will be reaching out to every 
possible source of help. Although 
FOJ is very grateful for the large 
amount of volunteer help we have 
been blessed with during our first 
eight years, we now must re-energize 
and re-commit for the challenges the 
new millennium will bring,” Richter 
said.

(MEC) are funding projects that ad- 
vance land stewardship through col- 
laboration and partnerships working 
on sustainable development/smart 
growth initiatives at local, regional, 
and state levels. 

The C.S. Mott, Detroit Edison, 
and Dow Chemical foundations have 
provided $22,000 for land use grants 
to eligible organizations. 

The small grants will range from 
$1,000 to $4,000 and are intended to 
help businesses and environmental 
groups work together to reduce the 
impacts of low-density development 
or sprawl - development that con- 
sumes important resource lands and 
leads to the deterioration of older 
communities. Through education 
and cooperation, communities can 
create or implement alternatives to 
sprawl. 

Recipients will be selected on a 
competitive basis. Businesses and 


organizations eligible for small grants 
must have 501(c)(3) nonprofit tax sta- 
tus or be sponsored by a 501(c)(3) 
organization, and demonstrate a com- 
mitment to increasing public and 
policy makers’ awareness of sustain- 
able land use practices. Applications 
must be postmarked by Dec. 15, 
1999, and decisions will be made by 
Jan. 15, 2000. 

The Roundtable, a nonprofit orga- 
nization comprised of representatives 
of business and environmental inter- 
ests, seeks to develop new approaches 
to the challenges facing Michigan's 
economy and natural resources. 

The MEC, a member of the 
Roundtable, is a nonprofit coalition 
of 55 environmental organizations 
working to promote a Jand steward- 
ship ethic throughout the state.
